In Section 36 you have withheld all 7 piges of Serial 3340 with the explanation 
"not within scope of request." 

Whether or not this ia correct in my belief the Department has made this immaterial* 
The offer of the entire FBI HQ filea is that of the Department in the Departcent'e 
interest and in court anu approved by the court* 

Reference to a rdnglo request in also ia ay belief not appropriate* fou may bo 
processing the single request but there were four requests not one of which has boon 
complied with. These go back to 1969* There was sn occasion in court when I complained 
about the withholding of information from a record supplied incompletely in response to 
ny 4/15/75 request. The court did not nooept the department 1 a explanation that what 
aas withheld fell within the request you are processing, (in tho almost a year since 
that withhold information still has not been supplied, cither.) 

I do not want you or we or the court to bo burdened without need. There have been, 
as I an cure you will recall, a number of withholdings about which I could have made an 
issue. I havo not. However, I do expect the Department, including tho FBI, to live up 
to its assurances. This means that I will roceive what I do want, the entire FBI HQ file. 

That, however, will not mean full compliance. You o&y not bo aware of it but this 
has been raised and addressed in court. It ia in tho expectation of compliance, if greatly 
delayed, that I have not pressed ia court. We discussed tills several weeks ago. 1. used 
as an example the fact that you have not provided any records relating to that Item of 
the request dealing with ths ^ointclpro-sanitation w crkere-luvade ra files. H is my 
understanding that this cannot be complied with from the FBI HQ file and that you ura 
aware of this. I then asked to bo informed vh.sn I can expect to have this search made 
in the Memphis Field Office and when I can enpect to receive the relevant records. 1 
would like a reeponao. Without ao?ie reasonable nsourance X will bo compelled to ask 
counsel to raise this in court. I voula prefer not to. I hope the Department has the 
same preference. I delayed reiterating tills matter until I needed that material for my 
work. To my knowledge there have been two searches of those files since I mode this 
request. Director Kelley baa written another to having been infoaaod of tho contents of 
tl&ea files after a complete search, ^et even after that search, now morn than a year 
in the past, I have received not a single record. In Sub A you have provided incomplete 
information on thin. There are clippings relating to a news story by “ee Fayrm of h’ew 9 — 
day out his stories are not include. Nor are tka cocoa said to bo attached to other memos. 

I would like to hear from you on this rather than raise the question in court again. 

I have been given no reason for there not bsing a simultaneous search in tha MFO. Also, 1 
want you to know that there is not the sccrocy about names that those not informed cn the 
subject might assume. 

I have lot ottor matters go in tho hope there would be no need to redee them. Hovevor, 
much time has passed since i raised question* about photographs not supplied and there has 
been ths withholding of what was daid to have bucu referred elsewhere, i do not recall 
reoeiving either any one of these withheld records after referral or an explanation of 
their continue'.’ withholding. Tho longer thine are delayed tho more unnecessary work they 
will require. My requests for photographs go back to 1969, ^liia was repented 4 / 15 / 75 . let 
you have supplied me with serials referring to photographs you do not provide. And there 
are something more than 40 clearly relevant photographs refeireed to in an earlier serial 
still not supplied. Nor have I been inforsad that t* ose more recently supplied are those 
referred to in Serial 146* Tho more thsrb is delay In these natters the more confusion, and 
the more vasts of time is inevitable. Hay 1 please pear frow you? Sincerely, ^rold Woisberg
